tionary; just so long tho pcoplo rested, 
lu tliis way God indicated His desire con- 
cerning their movements. 


Why was it necessary that the people

Seven nations were then in tho land, and 
these they were to cast out mid possess 
their land. But to do this they needed tho 
Divine guidance. They were too ignorant, 
too sinful, and too feeble to go ahead with- 
out tho guidance of a superior power. 
Therefore it was that God consented to be 
their tfuiilo. 


In many respects wo aro in a condition 


Wo oflon 
call this world a wilderness because Of tho 
fact that we do not know the way that 
lies before us. .No one can tell even twenty- 
four hours ahead what is going to happen.

No one 
who has lived a number of years has fulled 
to sco tho ruin of many a young man who 
has been defeated in this battlu with tho foes 
that sin-round him. Temptations to drunk- 
enness, to dishonesty, to lust, to falsehood, 
to a multitude of sins, abound and ensnare 
young people by tho thousands, Wo, too, wo 
aro often at :i loss which of two i.-onrses wo 
ought to pursue, 
AVe do want to lake tho 


right course, but can not tell which is the 
rightand which the wrong. Like them we aro 
without experience, so that we are ut our 
wits' cnils at times,—Rm; A. T-'. Schaujler.
